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or the seventh year in a row the 
Cymbidium Club of Australia have 
chosen this time of year when 
Cymbidiums are flowering at their 
finest, so it seems obvious to have a 
show that presents them whilst they are 
at their show best. So with this in mind 
we at the Cymbidium Club of Australia 
hosted the 2010 National Orchid 
Extravaganza at the Dural Recreation 
Centre from the 6" to 8th August 2010. 
The show again this year was up to the 
extremely high level that I have become 
to expect from our club members. The 
gods above shone the most perfect 
weather for us and this set the upbeat 
mood for the three days of the show. 
The show is truly becoming an 
international occasion with people 
visiting Australia from India and China 
just to see our show. Along with visitors 
from the USA, Singapore and New

Before I go any further I would like to 
say a special thank you to Dr. Seong Tay 
our major sponsor, for his generous 
donation to the Club each year.

It would 
be fair to say that it is his generosity that 
has ensured our continued success and 
a sincere “Thank You” is required. 

The venue was available to us on the 
Wednesday and that gave the club 
members plenty of time to set up. With 
over 130 tables to erect this takes many 
hands. Under the watchful eye of Keith 
Harris the task was completed very 
quickly and that gave the members who 
were on hand the opportunity to start 
putting their plants on display. I arrived 
there after work on the Wednesday 
evening and was surprised to see what 
had already been benched. It is at this

enormous task completed efficiently. 

When Thursday morning dawned 
there was a definite air of high 
expectation in the venue. The amount 
of perfectly grown cymbidiums was 
amazing. It is at this stage that a high fills 
the centre. After about 4 hours with the 
benches filled and the table top displays 
completed the judging was able to begin. 
This year the judges lead by David 
Brooks had the job in front of them as 
the standard was the highest that I have 
seen in years. Judging is a thankless task 
and a job that seems never to please 
everyone. This year the judges did an 
exceptional job and there were no 
complaints with the results. 

When you stand back after the judging 
has been completed and the prize cards 
and prize ribbons/sashes have been 
placed the venue looks absolutely

sensational. With cymbidiums displayed 
in every possible and practical way, this 
years show was definitely the best yet. 
For the second year we had a display in 
the centre of the venue.

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Australian Cymbidium Society 
2010 National Show

t was a long time coming, but from 6" to 8th August 2010 

the Cymbidium Orchid Club of Western Australia became 
the final Australian Cymbidium Society (ACS) member club 
to have the honour of hosting a National Show. This added to 
the fulfilment of the dreams that Dean Roesler had for 
cymbidiums in Australia. This was much more than just a 
token event as many interstate members strengthened the 
existing bonds of friendship by their attendance and exhibition 
of blooms. Our visitors had a firsthand reminder of the 
intricacies and intrigue of putting 
together a cut flower display on the 
other side of the continent and the 
host club now has a better appreciation 
of just how much effort has gone into 
ensuring that we have always had 
such a good time at all the shows that 
have gone before. 

The Cannington Exhibition Centre 
proved to be an excellent venue with 
plenty of room for the comfortable 
viewing of exhibits in the main hall 
and another spacious hall for plant, 
food and beverage sales. However a 
National Show is mainly judged by the 
quantity and quality of blooms and in 
this regard there were fifteen displays 
with plants receiving one cultural and 
seven quality awards creating some 
sense of satisfaction for Club President 
Helen Stretch and her many helpers 
who toiled so hard to bring their 
dreams to fruition. Unfortunately 
these shows cannot exist on love 
alone and it is important to 
acknowledge the assistance of all the 
sponsors and especially major sponsors Lotterywest and 
Fleurijn Orchids. 

The show plants were assembled into their displays on 
Friday morning leaving the afternoon for Show Registrar 
David Allen and his team of helpers to complete their judging 
duties. Ever popular ABC presenter Verity James, orchid 
nurseryman Andrew Blair and all round orchid personality 
and friend Kaye Bayliss were invited to judge the displays. 

The show was officially opened in the evening by our state 
Member of Parliament and the Leader of the Opposition the 
Hon. Eric Ripper. Both he and Verity James congratulated 
the exhibitors and organisers for their efforts in creating an 
impressive display. 

Friday was also a red letter and red cymbidium day for 
Bunbury exhibitors Norm and Jenny Martin whose loving 
care of their multi-genera collection was rewarded with three 
HCC/ACS awards and many other prizes including the 
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Cym. (Red Adair x Blazing Fury) ‘Eaglewood’ 
(Norm & Jenny Martin) Grand Champion of the Show 


Champion Plant of the Show. This was a Bryant’s Orchids 
bred seedling Cym. (Red Adair ‘Springfire’ x Blazing Fury 
‘Chieftain’) ‘Eaglewood’. I hope that the photographs will 
show the magnificent colour that this flower possessed. In the 
unlikely event that there could be any doubt, Peter and Joyce 
Sunderland from Kimberley Orchids proved that they can 
win anywhere taking out the Champion Cut Stem of the 
Show with Cym. Kimberley Beauty ‘Monica’ from their own 
hybridising of Cym. Red Beauty ‘Rembrandt’ x Cym. Kirby 
Lesh ‘Pink Ice’ 

Kevin Butler and Rosa Butti make a 
habit of winning display prizes for Ezi- 
Gro Orchids with their cut stems at the 
National Shows and they were never 
likely to be beaten on home turf for 
the Champion Display prize with their 
high quality Large Display entitled 
‘Cymbidiums from Four Corners of 
the World’. The ACS Trophy for the 
Best State Club Display was won by 
the host club with an Ancient Egyptian 
themed display entitled ‘Cymbidiums 
King of the Orchids’. Hopefully not 
too many of the public needed 
reassurance that the flowers were 
indeed real, whereas the Egyptians 
were.not. Carolin and David Allen 
were victorious for their Display with 
Cut Stems Only entitled ‘Cymbidiums 
Bright and Beautiful’ which was quite 
an achievement for them (the spikes 
that is) given the long and cramped 
trip they had to endure.

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Centre display at Santa Barbara International Show 2010 


A | its May 2010 meeting, members 
LXMof the Cymbidium Society of 
Victoria (COSV) enjoyed a wonderful 
presentation delivered by Randall 
Robinson (alias “Chuckie”, to those who 
surf the internet), about the Santa 
Barbara International Orchid Show, 
2010. Randall is a noted Cymbidium 
enthusiast and his relaxed but very 
knowledgeable dialogue supported by a 
high quality PowerPoint display ensured 
that our members remained focussed 
and entertained. Santa Barbara 2010 
was a very different style of show. 
Randall’s photographs clearly indicated 
emerging trends in the American orchid 
market — trends, particularly in the style 
of cymbidiums grown and displayed, 
that I personally would welcome here in 
Australia! 

This article is my interpretation of 
Randall’s presentation (it has been 
approved by him) and the opinions are 
mine alone, they are not the views of 
the COSV in general. There are some 
growers who would agree with me but 
there are many who would not, this is 
what makes orchid growing such a 
fascinating hobby - we all have our likes 
and dislikes. Thankfully the COSV 
committee is forward thinking and it has 
recognised the need to cater for all 
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growers, novice to experienced, and it 
has realised that current show schedules 
don’t always allow some growers 
(commercial growers, and hobbyists 
who choose to grow different styles of 
Cymbidium flowers) to compete 
successfully. With the emerging trends 
from overseas, trends so well illustrated 
in Randall’s presentation - graceful 
arching spikes of open style flowers (a 
move away from perfectly round flowers 
presented on tall erect spikes that have 
become the benchmark for judging 
flowers in Australia), spots, stripes, 
fragrance and F1 hybrids with “Oriental” 
species in their background were well 
represented - shows may be about to 
change. They will certainly be more 
diverse and interesting should these 
trends be adopted here in Australia. In 
some ways Cymbidium flowers have 
become very predictable, and it is 
pleasing that it is one of our country’s 
leading Cymbidium exhibitors (someone 
who has enjoyed unrivalled success over 
the past few years) who is the driving 
force behind this change. 

The sheer scale of the Santa Barbara 
show was enormous. Spread over 
approximately one hectare, commercial 
growers combined with hobbyists, floral 
artists and sponsors to present a show of 


great quality and beauty. The Exhibition 
Hall at the Earl Warren Showgrounds in 
Santa Barbara has solid walls under a 
suspended canvas roof. 

The central display, covering an area 
of 30m x 50m, was set up by Ventura 
Farms, owned by David Murdock. He is 
assisted greatly by George Vasquez of 
Zuma Canyon Orchids. Together they 
organised and put on an outstanding 
display. No expense was spared with 
George taking responsibility for 
designing and choosing his very best 
plants to be displayed. This stand 
featured massed groupings of orchids of 
the same genera and the one clone. The 
waves of colour created by combining 
perfectly grown and _ displayed 
Phalaenopsis with lush foliage plants, set 
off the hard landscape materials used to 
add form and height to the stand, 
superbly. One could only marvel at the 
time and effort that went into creating 
this magnificent display. The centre 
piece of the stand was a free standing 
lean-to style shed set off by a beautiful 
display of masdevallias. 

Unlike shows that I have witnessed 
herein Australia, some of the commercial 
growers only displayed orchids of the 
one genera and the one hybrid variety 
or different forms of the one species — 
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Above: Cym. wenshanense 
(a rarely seen species from southern 
China and Vietnam, described in 1990)

these massed displays, often using plants 
that are no _ longer considered 
commercially viable, highlighted the 
fact that “beauty - really is in the eye of 
the beholder”. The iconic Santa Barbara 
Orchid Estate had two large stands 
displaying species orchids only. The 
various forms of Cymbidium lowianum 
and Laelia anceps reminded us all of just 
how elegant and beautiful species 
orchids can be. 

The other orchid nurseries presented 
stands on a smaller scale but appeared to 
follow the principle of massing together 
the same clone. While cymbidiums 
were the main plants featured there 
were also Phalaenopsis and exhibition 
paphiopedilums displayed to advantage.

The influence of the Orient was everywhere — not only in 
the type of plants displayed; but also in stand themes, the 
floral art, and the wonderful pots used to display the plants 
to their very best. Some of the pots used were much more 
valuable than the plants they contained. Many of the 
Cymbidium plants shown were closely aligned with the 
Oriental species. These plants were in high demand and a 
lot of money exchanged hands to obtain one of these rare 
(in Australia) and beautiful orchids. The champion 
miniature Cymbidium of the show was one of these gems — 
Cym. lianpan (a form/variety of goeringii) x Zaleskianum (a 
primary hybrid between iridiodes and hookerianum). Another 
plant to attract a lot of attention was the recently discovered 
species Cymbidium wenshanense. Although Oriental’ 
cymbidiums are difficult and very expensive to obtain here 
in Australia I’m sure it won’t be long before they find a 
regular place in our shows — our shows will be much more 
interesting with their inclusion. Growing this style of 
Cymbidium does not seem to present too many challenges 
but encouraging them to flower seems to be a more difficult 
task — no doubt someone reading this article will have the 
answer and be prepared to share their knowledge with 
other readers.

Other styles of cymbidium flowers 
were also featured in the show, styles of 
flowers that are more the norm at shows 
in Australia. Randall did point out that 
pendulous cymbidiums are enjoying 
another surge of popularity in the States, 
particularly those with spots and unusual 
markings. Fragrant cymbidiums, not 
only in the Oriental style but also in 
larger flowered forms were also very 
popular. Of course there were also the 
large flowered varieties that are so 
popular in Australia, however, from the 
photographs we witnessed they were 
not quite up to the standard that we 
have come to expect here.

The “Levels of Interest” 
In Orchid Awards 


I enjoyed reading Gordon Giles’ 
excellent article in the April-May 
2010 issue of the AOR on “Why Have 
Awards?” I would like to contribute to 
this debate, not from a judging point of 
view as Gordon requested, but from the 
orchid grower’s perspective. To cover all 
aspects it is desirable to divide the 
content into four categories and to see 
what effect this has on the award issue. 

The first one to look at is the purchase 
of orchids from retail shopping centres 
by the casual grower who buys the 
orchid as a flowering pot plant to put on 
the front veranda or under a tree in the 
backyard. They buy because of the floral 
appearance and colour and may or may 
not flower it the next year. This area or 
style has little appeal for awards.

The second category is the Orchid 
Club/Society member who has a small 
collection and grows his/her orchids for 
personal pleasure and social activity at 
meetings. This has medium appeal 
for awards. 

The third category is the keen 
enthusiast who reads everything they 
can about orchids and their culture, 
competes in Orchid Shows, buys 
seedlings and tries to grow his orchids to 
the best of his ability. This has a high 
appeal for awards. 

The fourth category is the professional 
orchid grower who sells orchids to the 
retail trade and breeds plants especially 
for this market and also “showbench” 
types for Club members. He already uses 
awards to promote seedlings and

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mericlones. The keen orchid growers 
study the plant name tags to see if the 
“parents used have been awarded. This 
category already uses and needs awards 
for their promotion to the orchid 
industry. 

Having covered the four areas, let’s 
look at how granting of awards can 
create general interest for the orchid 
growers enhancing participation within 
their Club throughout Australia. There 
is nothing more gratifying (unless you 
also bred it yourself!) than to purchase a 
seedling, grow it to maturity and receive 
a quality award for your efforts. This 
may also apply to mericlones. Take the 
point Gordon raised about Cymbidium 
Khanebono ‘Jacinta’. Putting aside any 
controversy about the judging, this

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orchid has since been mericloned by the 
owner (in limited numbers) creating 
enormous interest resulting in many 
sales of this cultivar irrespective of what 
award it has achieved. One look tells 
you what a great orchid it is and the 
challenge and interest by those who 
purchased it, is to grow it at least to its 
awarded potential. 

So how do Club members and orchid 
people at large recognise what is an 
“award quality plant”? This question 
leads us to Gordon’s hobby horse being 
the production of a Standards Book 
containing pictures of all genera through 
the various ranks of awards. These 
standards have been improved over 
many years of selective breeding and in 
some genera (e.g. Phalaenopsis) have 
come close to “perfection” for shape, 
colour and floriferousness. 

The Cymbidium Club of Australia Inc. 
has somewhat come close to this ideal, 
by producing (and making available) a 
Judging Handbook for Cymbidiums with 
pictures and explanations of what to 
look for in award judging. The book is 
also user-friendly for all growers to 
enable them to select better quality (or 
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potential for quality) when buying their 
orchids. The fact that an orchid receives 
the honour of “Grand Champion of the 
Show” does not mean it meets the 
standard for that particular genus, only 
that it was considered by the presiding 
judging panel to be — in their collective 
opinion - the best orchid presented at 
that Show. 

To sum up “why do we give awards”? 
I believe Gordon's statement that awards 
add prestige to orchid growing helps 
people look for better quality plants plus 
the added perceived and financial value 
to the plants that have been honoured. 

The Award System (ifapplied correctly 
and for the right reasons) can increase 
interest in orchid growing and encourage 
members to lift their ambitions to obtain 
and grow better orchids. This will only 
occur if all Clubs take the time at their 
meetings to explain fully to their 
members what award judging is all 
about. Especially the meaning of all 
categories such as HCC, AM, FCC, AD, 
and Cultural Awards etc. 

Not everybody will (or wants to) 
submit their orchids for award 
consideration, but would be quite happy

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to own one knowing it conforms closely 
to the standards and thus would be at 
least competitive at a Show. Those 
growers who do present their orchid/s 
for quality awards and succeed, create 
enormous spin-off for the orchid 
industry producing parents for future 
breeding programmes. If the awarded 
plant is mericloned, they are generally 
snapped up quickly by Club members 
who have limited space to grow lots of 
seedlings. 

Finally, to hopefully answer Gordon’s 
main question. From the point of view as 
first stated, awards in their various forms 
only enhance our hobby. The awarding 
body does need to have credibility with 
a strong reputation for knowledge and 
integrity, plus fair play and a lack of bias. 
Awards can encourage the growing of 
orchids to reach their utmost potential, 
and for that to be achieved we must have 
good genetics combined with all the 
necessary cultural ingredients. The rest 
we have to leave to nature.

In 2009, Dr. Mark Clements and I described this species as Coelandria armeniaca, in the Orchideen Journal. The new combination 
to Dendrobium is being made here because of delays in having the other Philippine Coelandria combinations published. This is 
so that they may be included in an updated book awaiting publication on Philippine orchid species, by the author.

The specific epithet armeniacum could not be used for this taxon, as it had been used previously for an entirely different 
species from New Guinea. The specific epithet honours Dr. George Tiong, good friend of the author of this article. It is closely 
related to the well known Dendrobium bullenianum (syn. D. topaziacum). Apart from structural differences, it also lacks the 
distinctive intense striping of D. bullenianum.
